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Air Patrol Is Extended 
All Provinces Excepting Prince 
Edward Island Will Be Covered 

Surveys covering approximately 80,- 
000 square miles will be undertaken 
by the Royal Canadian Air Force this 
year, in conjunction with the topo 
graphical surveys branch of the de- 
partment of the interlor, As well as 
photography work for suryey purposes, 
the force will do considerable work in 
the photographing of Canadian his- 
toric sites. ‘The forest patrol areas 
for the detection of forest fires has 
been extended this year. This sea- 
son’s work, which is the most exten- 
sive ever undertaken by the air force, 
will be carried on in all the provinces 
except Prince Edward Island. , 

A new feature will be a survey going 
down the Nelson River to Port Nelson, 
along the Hudson’s Bay coast and up 
the Churchill, _There also will be 
work in The Pas mineral area. The 
Prince Albert and Battleford sections 
will be surveyed in Saskatchewan. In 
Alberta, Jasper Park and the Brazeau 
forest reserye will be photographed. 
The Victoria, Fort Assiniboine and 
Red Deer sectional surveys will be in- 
cluded. An area near Stewart, B.C., 
will be taken, 

The forest patrols will be spread 
largely over Northern Manitoba this 
year, In The Pas and Lake Winnl- 
pegosis country, and further west, the 
patrolg will cover the eastern slope 
of the Rockies and the whole of the 
Clearwater reserve. The fisherles 
protection work in the Northern Brit- 
ish Columbia coast will be extended 
this season. The survey work, it is 
understood, will commence late in 
April.

Armored Cars Used In 
Rescuing Lord Balfour 
From Damascus Mob 


Damascus, Syria.—Algerian cavalry, 
Qalloping through the streets of Dam- 
ascus, with drawn swords, and eight 
armored cars manoeuvring with the 
troops, are credited with having saved 
Lord Balfour from a hostile mob of 
6,000 people which attempted to at- 
tack his hotel, 

The mob almost succeeded in reach- 
ing the hotel where the veteran Brit- 
ish statesman is staying, the efforts 
of the Syrian police having failed com- 
pletely to check the demonstrators. 

The mounted troops and armored 
“ars soon scattered the crowds up 
side streets. 

The demonstrations against Lord 
Balfour are due to his work in the es- 
tablishmént of a national Jewish home 
in Palestine. He is the author of the 
Balfour declaration, by which Great 
Britain announced support of the 
Zionist movement, 

Having. reached positions almost in 
front of the hotel where Lord Bal- 
four was stopping, the mob, estimat- 
ed at about ‘six thousand, was driven 
hither and thither by the police only 
to re-form again and attempt further 
demonstrations. Mounted troops and 
armored cars were brought into play. 

After having several times been dis- 
persed by the police, the mob made a 
mass attack against the cordon thrown 
about the hotel. For the first time 
the police resorted to their firearms, 
but shot over the heads of the demon- 
strators. The rioters refused to yield 
and seized three sirect cars and took 
cover in them. 

After two hours the situation be- 
came so threatening that if was neces- 
hary to call out 
Spahis, with drawn swords charged 
down the parallel roads from the hotel 
and cleaned out the men from the

Found Prosperity 
Thomas Davis» Came From England 

and Made Goodin Saskatchewan 

Fifteen years ago Thomas Davis, of 
Mossbank, Saskatchewan, came from 
England and settled on an unbroken 
quarter section of land. He is now 
a prosperous farmer, and still lives on 
the original homestead, to which he 
has added two more quarter sections, 
With his wife and their three children, 
he passed through Winnipeg recently 
enroute home from a three months 
visit to his old home in England, a 
trip which he estimates cost him 
$2,500. 

The story of Mr. and Mrs. 
success is told in part by the press re

I"terest in Combating Disease Has 
Become International Ambition 
Twenty-five years hence tuberculosis 
will be exterminated in the British 
dominions, or be as uacommon as lep- 
rosy is today, Dr. C. W. Saleeby, 
spokesman for the London Medical In- 
stitute, has declared. He predicts 
that the greatest advance in medical 
| sclence will be the successful combat- 
ling of tuberculosis and cancer, and the 
reduction of infant mortality to almost 


' nothing. 


The last 25 years, Dr. Saleeby says, 
has seen medical science develop; 
more than in centuries before, but he 
points out that this has been bri ought 
about by very limited numbers of 
medical men and scientists, drawn 
largely from Germany, Austria and the 
United States. He believes that to- 
day all the medical men of the world 
are vitally interested in perfecting the 
science of national health and that the 


result of this international ambitton! 


will be a perfect system of combating 
disease.

According to Statistics 

Canada has nearly 2,200,000 persons 
at school. 

Of these, about 100,000 children are 
in private schools, of whom 54,000 are 
in schools subsidized, but not control- 
led by the state; more than 60,000 are 
registered at colleges and universities; 
14,000 attend Indian schools which are 
supported partly by religious denom- 
inations and partly by the Dominion 
Government; 9,600 attend institutions 
for teachers’ training; 1,600 attend 
schools for the blind and deaf; 81,000 
attend schools or classes of a voca- 
tional nature under state control. 

Statistics show that illiteracy is dy- 
ing out.
